Saturzand Mars, and a Central Eclipſe of the Moon at the ſame time 
in Aries, both which will much influence the Afﬀairs of this Quarter 3 tor 
if we pleaſe to look back we ſhall tind that Saturn and Mars came to an 
Oppetition from the beginning of Tawrm and Scorpio, in the begiuning of 
Auguſt laft, and this upon a New Moon, and at fach a time when the Sun
